The governor’s communication 
being addressed to the attorney 
general, it is for the attorney gen- 
eral to answer, Personally I greatly 
vegret the conclusion reached: ‘by 
the governor. I know this problem 
is one that can only be successfully 
worked out by the harty co-opera- 
tion of state and federal agencies.

RESTRICT IMMIGRATION 


With each new session of congress the tmmi- 
gration question can be relied upon to arise. and 
create its day of disturbance and uneasiness, for 
it is a question fraught with large possibilities 
of trouble of one sort or another.

No one doubts for a minute that this country 
has been benefitted by being a melting pot, 
almost as much perhaps, as it has benefitted 
those aliens who came to our shores in search 
of a better country and found it. So many and 
mixed are the breeds that have come that there 
isn't a nation which hasn’t contributed to our 
benefit. But the truth is that the real Ameri- 
eans like room; that is why many of their 
ancestors came, and why many of them came 
West. as the East filled up. They do not :want- 

» the country crowded, dnd many feel that the 
nétural increase ‘fs now enough. Our population 
ig already larger than most of the powers of the 
world; we'haye the men and th¢ aren to meet 
eventualities. 

Which doesn’t mean, of course, that there 
is to be soon, if ever, anything approaching 
general exclusion, but there will be a demand 
for a higher standard of immigrants, and that 
is as it should be. -If this is to be a more 
populous country, and it is, care in the selec- 
tion of the people is certainly commendable. 

There are already too many foreigners of 
the undesirable class in this country now.

REFUND $2,000,000 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.—The 
Pacific Gas Electric company 
must return 
Payers between $1,500,000 and §2,- 
000,000 in excess charges for three 
yoars, on a report rendered yester- 
day by Harry M. wright, federal 
master in chancery, establishing the 
validity of gas rates fixed by the 
board of supervisors in 1913-14, 
1914-15 and 1916-16. 

The board established a rate of 
75 cents per 1000 cubic feet. The 
company obtained an injunction 
against enforcement and held to an 
85-cent rate, pending litigation. 

A bond was, filed providing for 
Teturn of excess charges with 7 
per cent interest. The excess col- 
lections were not impounded. 

Wright finds that the net income 
concerned in the gas rates cases 
for the company during the three 
years was as follows on the super- 


Visors’ rate: 1913-14, $999,850; 
1914-15, $1,068,454: 1915-16, $1,- 
186,562. t 

The valuation of the plant upon 
which the rates were determined | 
was fixed as followg: 1913-14, $13,-| 
976.000; 1914-18, $13,986,000; 
1915-16, $14,416,Q00. A net re- 


iturn of 7 per cent was allowed. 
The company set up a claim of 
$20,000,000 valuation.
